REPbRTTOHEALTH OFFICER 



, Communica le disease reportable to, 
the Health Ofiicer are as follows: . 

Smallpox, scarlet fever, scarletino, 
diphtheria, membranous croup, chicken 
pox, measleSr whooping cough, poliom- 
yelits, meningitis, asiatic cholera, 
bubonic plague, leprosy, typhus fever, 
yellow fever, spotted fever, typhoid 
fever, paratyphoid fever, dysentery, 
german measles, mumps, septic sore 
throat, malaria, continued fever, hook 
worm disease, tuberculosis, ophthalmia 
neonatorum, tvachorna, pellecra, puer- 
peral fever, hydrophobia, tetanus. 
glanders, anthrox, tuchinosis and 
actinomycosis or lumpy jaw. 
Reports to Local Heax.th Authority 

Every physician who treats or ex* 
amines, every nurse or attendant who 
attends, every householder upon whose 
premises there resides, end every per- 
son who has knowledge of any person 
suffering from or suspected to be suf- 
fering from dr afRicted with any of the 
diseases enumerated above ''as report- 
able diseases," must immediatelv re- 
port the same in writing, or by tele- 
phone followed by a written report to 
the local health officer. 

Placarding 

Immediately upon receipt of a report 
of a case of any reportable disease re- 
quiring placardmg and quarantine the 
local health officer or hit representative 
shall visit the premises upon which the 
case exists; afHx the required warning 
placard in a conspicuous- place, and 
•hall inform a responsible inmate of 
such premises of the rules and regula> 
tions which must be observed during 
the period of quarantine* Defacement 
of such placards or their removal by 
any other than the local health aathont- 
ies or their duly authorized representa- 
tive of the State Board of Health is 
strictly prohibitpd. 

DiSINFECTIOK 

After recovery, removal or death of 
any person affected with any of the re- 
portable diseases, the infected premises 
contents and inmates must be thorough- 
ly disinfected in a manner and method 
prescribed by the State Board of Health 
for each of the several diseases. 

Disinfection shall be performed by 
or under the supervision of the local 
health authorities or by their duly 
authorized representative. 

Health AS. an Asset 

The progress and stability of our 
community depends entirely upon the 
health of the inhabitants; this again 
depends upon the home environments In 
which people are reared. 

Our methods of supervising the 
health of children of toiay will deter* 
mine their future physical, mental and 
moral status. 

The history of the world bears clear 
witness to the fact that real progress 
and enduring prosperity existed just in 
proportion as noble ideals and high 
standards of conduct were fostered in 
home life. 

Insanity surroundings, errors of dress 
diet, fatigue, either from premature or 
over work, bad examples, insufficient 
opportunities for the exercise of latent 
powers and a child so full of possibil- 
ities for good may havn them warped, 

checked or destroyed;. with the result 
that instead of being a blessing to the 
world the child may only too easily be- 
come a burden. 

It is safe to state that not many chil- 
dren attain maturity in full possession 
of their birth right of mental, moral 

and physical health.

There was a flash and sharp report. 
Mrs. Shorman staggered back and 
dropped to the floor. Shorman flung 
the gun aside and dopped to hts knees 
beside his wife. 

Neighbors, attracted by the sound 
of the shooting, called the police and 
the police patrol ambulance, was ruehed 
to the scene. In the meantime Dr.; 
Brown had been summoned. He.made^ 
cursory examination and at once decid- 
ed that the victim should be removed to 
the hospital. . ,The police ambulance 
took her to.the Lake county General 
hospital. Shorman accompanied his 
wife and jpeht the afternoon and eve- 
ning with her. From their attitude 
the authorities are convinced the shoot- 
ing was accidental. 

Dr. Brown is of the opinion Chat the 
bullet had not penetrated the wall 
cavity or lungs. Although he has not 
probed for it he thinks it is, lodged 
against the cheat wall. 

Mr. Shorman was in a delicate condi- 

ifon at thn time the shooting took place 

and the danger of the injury is said to 

be more of shock than the actual 
wound, althouf^h anti-tetanic serum 
was injected into the patient to prevent 



the possihility of lock-jaw from the 
bullet Infected wound. Dr. Brown 
does not think the wound is a 
one.

WOIIEN aro housekeepers. They 
aro apt to see more clearly tho 
need of municipal housocleaaing 
than are men. Through our clubs we 
have an excellent opportunity to lead 
In "Clean Up and Paint "Up" work. Hero 
are some pointers for "womea who 
would holp regenerate their commu* 
nity with a real "Clean Up and Paint 
Up" campaign: 

Each campaign Involves tho renova- 
tion of. the Interiors of buildings as 
well as yards, streets and alleys. 

The removal of all rubbish and us&- 
less things Is most important. 

Some revenue can bo derived from 
tho sale of waste paper. 

During tho "Clean Up and Paint Up" 
campaign Is a good timo to have rub- 
bish cans placed upon street corners, 
for tho deposit of paper. 

Nothing win do more to Improve tho 
appearanco of a town than tho liberal 
uso of paint. 

Usolcss and unsightly outbuildings 
should bo torn down. 

Business houses need attention. Rub- 
bish accumulates in collars, undor 
stairways, In storerooms, pasaagowaya, 
and in tho roar of hotels and restau- 
rants. Look out for HATS hero. 

A clean yard Is not sufilclent; It 
should bo pleasing to tho oya. Plant 
grass and flower aeods. Sod bare spots 
In lawns. Plant ahruba, vinos and 
trees. 



Those who hazarded a guess that the 
Orpet trial might cost Lake county 
cleanine $20,000 or $25,000 were regarded us any- 
thing but accurate prognosticators, but 
subsequent events have shown that 
they probably have under-shot the 
mark. With but eight jurors sworn in 
it is said the case already had cost the 
county close to $15,000. 

Up to last Saturday the attorneys had 
exhausted a list of 1,036 veniremen. A 
new' venire of. 100 was subpoenaed to 
come in Monday morning, making a 
total of 1,138 veniremen. 

Each venireman is allowed $3 per day 
for his services, he receives the full fee 
for parts of days. A large number 
have been receiving three days' pay. 
In addition to their reeular. pay each 
venireman receives a mileage of Scents; 
Thus^Mf he comes 22 miles He: receives 
$2.20 for mileage alone.r Thus, some 
of the veniremen are receiying dver $11 
for their services. Mahyfrom Wauke- 
gan receive but $3.10, but the average 
amount paid a venireman !a believed to 
be fully $3. On this basis the 1,136 
veniremen will have cost the county 
$9,088. Each of the Ave bailiffs re- 
ceives a salary of $i a day or $20 a day 
for the Ave. The case has dragged 
along for 18 days. Each of the eight 
jurors who has been sworn in has re- 
ceived $3 a day from the time he first 
stepped into the box. Thn 12 men in 
the box receive three meals a day. 
On the basis of 35 cents a meal this 
would be $1.05 a day. Two or three of 
the bailiffs always accompany the jury 
wheri they go for their meals. The 
court reporter receives $8 a day for the 
number of days put in besides receiving 
pay for writing up the testimony. 

There is still another cost which must 
be taken into consideration— it is the 
fees that must be paid for subpoenaing 
the veniremen. This costs 50 cents for 
each venireman. Then, too, there is 
the additional expense of $100 a day 
which is paid State's Attorney Joslyn 
of McHenry for assisting State/s At- 
torney Dudy in the prosecution. On 
the whole, it is felt that the estimated 
cost of $15,000 up to the present time 
is rather conservative. 

It is thought that possibly the cost 
of the case may run up to $20,000 by 
the time the jury is secured, providing 
it takes as long to secure the remaining 
four jurors as it has taken to secure 
those already sworn in. This probably 
will make the case the most expensive 
ever tried in Lake county.

ANY ore tho droame which 
wooers of Lady Nicotine 
have seen floating In tlio gen- 
ial vapor which curie up- 
ward from their pipes and 
cigara, eays the St, LouIb PoBt-Dla- 
patch; but none of them could have 
more fascination than the quaint and 
curlouB lore upon tho Buhject of the 
weed which has been compiled by an 
English writer, G. h!. Apperaon, and 
jiubllshed under the Inviting title of 
"The Social History of Smoking." 

Kveryone knows that tobacco was 
one of tho gifts of the Now World to 
the Old, and that Sir .Walter Rnlelgh 
made smoking fashionable in England 
In tho days of Queen Elizabeth, For 
the next GO years the umoklng of plpos 
not only became general among all 
clasBCB, but a thing of highest fashion, 
held in the light of an art. In tbOBo 
days It wuB not said that a man smoked 
tobacco, but that he "drank" or 
"BUcUed" tobacco ; and tho smoker 
was called a "tobacconist.'* Tho gal- 
lant of thoae days had no hesitation 
about smoking In tho presence of 
women, and a character In CImpman'a 
play, "All Fools," praises himself as 
different from others: 
"And for discourse In my fair mis- 
tress' prcHence. 
I did not, as your barren gallants do, 
Fin my discourses up drinking tobac- 
co." 
One of the strangest things about 
Shakespeare's works, says tho author, 
Is tho fact that nowhere does ho men- 
tion tho word tobacco. The conchi- 
Kion la drawn that Shakespeare did 
not araoke. HIb contemporarlca, Spen- 
cer and Ben .Tonson arc different. 
Spencer Invoked the plant na "Sov- 
eraigno wecde, divine tobacco,** and 
from JouBon's comedlea can bo gath- 
ered a perfect compendium of "to- 
'lacco drinking" as one of the moat 
Important social phenomena of tho 
age. He reveals that a singular fea- 
ture of the onthUBlasm for tobacco 
In tho early years of the Bovcntoenth 
century was tho existence of "pro- 
feBsors of tho art" of smoking. 

The tobacco sellers were mostly 
apothecaries and aomc of these took 
pupils and taught them the "ailEhta," 
n8 tricks with the pipe were called. 
These Included Inhaling, and sending 
out tho smoke in globes, rings, and so 
forth. Shift, a profeasor of the art in 
Jonson'B "Every Man Out of Ills Hu- 
mor," puts up a bill in St. Paul's in 
which ho offers to teach any young 
gentleman newly come Into his In- 
heritance "to entertain tho most gen- 
tlemanlike use of tobacco, as first, to 
give It the most exquisite perfume: 
then to know all the delicate sweet 
forms for the assumption of it; as 
also tho rare corollary and practice of 
tho Cuban ebolltlon, eurlpns and whiff, 
which ho shall receive, or take In here 
at London and evaporate at Uxbrldge, 
or farther. If \t pleaao him." 

"Taking the whiff." says the author, 
"may have boon either a swallowing 
of the amoko, or a retaining It In tho 
throat for a given space of time; but 
what ho meant by 'Cuban obolitlon* 
or 'curlpus' is perhaps best left to 
tho imagination." 

If one contemporary writer may bo 
boUoved, some of these early Instruc- 
tors in smoking professed to be able 
to teach tho secret of emitting smoke 
not only from the nose but from tho 
ears; but a hcalUiy skepticism Is per- 
mitted hero.

tradition that Queen 
Kllzabcth herself once smoked— with 
unpleasant results. CampboH, in hla 
"History of Virginia." says that 
Haloigh having offcrod her majesty 
Borao tobacco to Bmokc, "after two 
or three whiffs she was seized with 
nausea, upon observing which some of 
tho earl of l^lsccBtcr's faction whis- 
pered that Sir Walter hod certainly 
poisoned her. Hut her majesty, In a 
Rhort while recovering, made tho coun- 
tess of Nottingham and oil her malda 
emoko a whole pipe out among them." 
The queen evidently had no deslro 
to monopolize tho novel aensation 
caused by smoking. An old writer. 
In a "Life of Raleigh," says that tobac- 
co "soon became of such vogue In 
Queen ElIzabeth'B court that some of 
the great lir^les, as well as noblemen 
therein would not Bcruplo sometlmoB 
to take a pipe very sociably." 

Many royal ladloB of our time have 
had tho reputation of being confirmed 
Bmokors, says Apperaon. Among them 
may bo mentioned Carmen Sylva. 
dowager quoen of Itoumanla, the Dow- 
ager Tzarlna of Rusala, tho lato Em 



press Kllzabeth o£ Austria, King Al- 
phonsu'B mother, formerly queen re- 
gent of Si)atn; tho Dowager Quecii 
Marghorltn of Italy, and former Queen 
Amelia of Portugal. It Is, of course, 
well known that Austrian and Uusalan 
women generally "'"c toud of cigarette 
smoking. On llusfiian railways It la 
not unuBual to find a corapartraont la- 
beled: "For women who do not 
smoke." 

Queen Victoria, who detested tobac- 
co and banished It from her abodes 
as far as she could, once received 
a present of pipes and tobaccos. She 
had aent to the king of Dahomey a 
basket tent, a silver pipe and two 
silver trays. That dusky old reprobate 
replied that he hoped the next gifts 
would include a carriage and pair and 
a white woman, both of which ho 
would appreciate very much; but sent 
In return some native pipes and to- 
bacco for the queen to araoke. 

A curlouB feature of toljacco man- 
ners among fashionable smokera of 
the EUzahothan period was tho prac- 
tice of passing the plpo from one to 
another, after tho fashion of a loving 
cup. Jn n play of 1G14, one London 
gallant says to another who la smok- 
ing! "Please you to impart your 
inioko?" "Very willingly, sir," says 
the smoker. Number two takes a 
whiff or BO and courteously says: "In 
good faith, a pipe of e:tcellent vapor!" 
Tho rich young swell carried about 
with him an elaborate tobacco ap- 
.jiaratuB, often of gold or Bllver. It In- 
cluded a tobacco box, tongs with 
which to lift a live coal to light his 
pipe, a ladle "for the cold snuffle Into 
the nosthrlll," a priming Iron and as 
large a collection of pipes as his 
means could afford and his pockets 
could find room for. Sometimes the 
tobacco box WBB of ivory, and oc- 
caBlonally a looking glass was set In 
the lid. so that when tho beau opened 
It to take out tobacco, he could alBO 
havo a view of hia delectable person. 
However, tobacco had many ene- 
mies, and of these the most Influcntlul 
was Queen Elizabeth's successor, 
.lames I, author of the famous "Coun- 
torblaHteto Tobacco." One of his 
most restrained denunclallons of "to- 
bacco drinking" was this: "A cus- 
tom loathBomo to the eye, hateful to 
I the nose, harmful to tho brain, danger- 
I ouH to the InuKS. and In the blacke 
Btlnking fume thereof, nearest resem- 
bling tho horrlblo Stlglan smoke of 
the pit that is bottomlcsse." 

Through tho royal example of .lames 
and of his son. Charles I, smoking 
gradually sank into a decline Insofar 
nB It was a fashionable practice, which 
continued until well Into tho last cen- 
tury. Thence arose the curious fact 
that the plenaure-lovlng cavaliers were 
not smokers, while the Puritans, sour 
as was their hatred of nearly every 
Joy. wero mighty "drinkers of tho 
weed." Tho finds of pipes on the sites 
of tho camps of tho parliamentary 
armies havo been numerous. It Is not 
known whether Cromwell smoked; but 
Milton smoked a pipe at 9 P* m. every 
day before retiring. However, In some 
caBca the Puritans contrived to intro- 
duce their religion oven Into pipe- 
smoking, for an old chronicler tells 
of a Presbyterian minister so precise 
that "he would not bo much as take a 
plpo of tobacco before that ho had 
llrst Bayed grace over It." 



Dut tho Puritan colonists in Ne-n 
England were more strict. Tlio fa- 
mous Connecticut "Glue Laws" for* 
bade anyone under the age of twenty- 
one to smoke, and no one of any ago 
could smoke without a license from 
the court and a physician's certificate 
that tobacco would be UBoful for him. 
Under the restoration smoking be- 
ramo unfashionable, the pipe belnfi 
ousted from the stylish world by the 
snuff box, although It atlll continued 
unlversaliy popular among humbler 
folk. Smoking was regarded ra "low" 
or provincial until well Into the reign 
of Queen Victoria. When the prince 
regent died In ISr.O, ho loft not a eel- 
lar of wino hut a "cellar of snufiV 
which was sold to a tohacconltit for 
$20,000. Lord Petershum, famous 
among dandies, made a wonderful col- 
lection nf finuffa and snuff ho:ces. ind 
was fastidious In hiB choice o', a box 
to carry. Once when a light Sovrcs 
Bnuff box which Lord Petersham waa 
using, was admired, the noble owner 
replied, with a gentle lisp: "Yes. 1! 
Is a nice summer box— but would cer- 
tainly bo Inappropriate for winter 
wear." 

Tho revival of smoking in tho fash- 
ionable world, where tobacco had so 
long been In bad odor except In the 
form of snuff, was due to tho Intro- 
duction of the cigar. Imported Into 
England from Spain and tho Spanish 
colonies. Dritlsh oHlcers possibly 
brought tho cigar back with them from 
tho peninsular wars. Only a few of 
the daring persona ventured to adopt 
the cigar at first, and between 1824 
and 1830 there was only a wretched 
smoking room at the Athenaeum club 
In London, Doctor llawtroo, on behalf 
of tho bouse committee, announcing 
that "no gentleman smokes." To add 
further odious touch to his hideous 
dwarf, Quillp. Dickens made him a 
cigar smoker; Lord Rawdon, In "Van- 
ity Fair," was significantly a smoker 
of cigars. 

However, in tho bohomlan set, in- 
cluding authors and poets, smoking 
was common. Carlylo was a great 
smoker, and the story Is familiar that 
one evening he and Tennyson sat for 
hours In solemn silence smoking their 
pipes, one on each Bido of the fire- 
place; and that, as tho visitor aroBO 
to go, Cnrlylo, bidding him good-nlgbt. 
said: "Man, Alfred, we hao had a 
graund nlcht; come again soon." In 
the courao of a trip to Italy -with 
friends. Tennyson found he could not 
obtain his favorite brand of tobacco, 
pricked up his portmanteau and re- 
turned homo, breaking up the pivrty. 
C:harlc3 Lamb remarked that ho hoped 
hiB last breath would bo Inhaled 
through a pipe and exhaled in a pun. 
The cigar was aided In reviving the 
habit by tho introduction of the ilrat 
wooden pipes In England In 1S59, and 
the first cigarettes In nbout 18G0. 
These soeni astonishingly recent 
flates. but the author vouches for both. 
Tho .v;ord "briar" has no connection 
with tho prickly thorny briar of Eng- 
land, but Is derived from tho French 
term, "bruyero," moaning tho white 
heath plant from the roots of which 
the pipes aro made. 

Laurence Ollphant, a man both of 
letters and fashion, la generally cred- 
ited with having flnit introduced cig- 
arettes Into .English socloty. They 
became faahlonnble In about 1870, and 
had a revolutionary effect on smoking 
among women. Those of the lower 
classes had frequently been pipe 
Bmokors, hut In society tho ladies, 
perhaps for physical reasons, never 
took up either pipe or cigar to any ox-- 
tent. The cigarettes offered them a 
milder and more delicate means of 
sharing man's delight In tho weed. 

"In tho twentieth century," tho 
author says, "tobacco is once more tri- 
umphant. Tho cycle of 300 years is 
complete. Since tho early decades of 
tho seventeenth century, smoking has 
never been so smiled upon hy fashion 
as It Is at the present time."

THE BEAUTY OF A FINE UWN 

By E. VAN BENTHUYSEN. 
Tho quGsUon of whether to eod or 
eeed is of primary Importance. A 
*olld greensward Is Immediately bo- 
cured If Tvo aod. Tho objections to 
Bodding ore many. Good sod Is not 
nlffayfl procurable. It requires aa ex- 
tra amount of labor to aod. If tho 
jgrouids 01*0 very largo It la not prac- 
tical. 

^If, however, sodding la decided upon, 
the ground should Ilrat bo leveled and 
smoothed to tho proper grade. Tho 
surface should then be atirred and pul- 
Torlzed to a depth of an Inch or moro 
and BUltablo fortillzerH worked In. 

It la well to spread rich dirt from 
the creek bottom or woods over tho 
surface. It will give tho sod a quick 
start and glvo new life to tho original 
soli. 

. It Is not essential to cut tho sod 
more than an Inch thick, or Just deep 
enough to Include all tho underground 
stems, but tho thicker tho sod Is tho 
/Ijettcr. 

U ia not nocoasary In laying tho 
isodfl to lay them flush against each 
lotlior as grass -will sprout from tho 
^^Jldea and tho spaces allow for oxpan- 
Eiuh'ln aettllng and leveling. As soon 
as the Bods are laid glvo the entire 
Inwn a comploto wotting, then go over 
tho surface with a roller to level It. 

A good homo-mado pounder for tho 
lawn can bo mado by nailing a board 



! TABLE DECORATIONS 

By L. M. BENNINGTON. 
J "Wo cannot all have flowers for tho 
/ table If wo are dependent on the greon- 
houacfl In our neighborhood for 
tho supply. Tho coat la out of all 
proportion. But flowers wo ought to 
have and can have at a very nominal 
qpBi In time and money If wo are will- 
ing to take caro of a few plants In tho 
home. 

Tho best all-round plant for a docoro/^ 
J^tlon-for tho table la asparagus plumo- 
SUB. Its foliago Ib far daintier than 
any other fern. Xt can easily bo mado 
to grow In tho bushy, compact form 
which a plant designed for uao on tho 
tablo should havo. 

Pinch off tho onda of tho young 
fronds when they havo made a growth 
of 12 or 18 Inches. This causes tho 
lower aldo branches to aprcad out 
broadly and thus breadth Is secured 
■where there would bo little If tho plant 
woro allowed lo train itself. 

l^ng stem flowers can bo thrust 
through Its fllmy green foliago If add- 
ed beauty is neoded, but there aro few 
ferns comparable to this fllmy, lacy 
fern. 

This plant requires a soil of gar- 
don loam made light with sand. Water 
moderately. For its auccossful culturo 
sunshine is not necesBary. 
, .^'Keep the red spider from injuring 
It, and shower Boveral times a week. 



a foot or two square to the bottom of 
a piece of 4 by 4-Inch scantling. Place 
a handle at the top and go over the 
lawn pounding It down flat and even. 
You will not hurt the aods by pounding 
if tho surface is thoroughly eoft from a 
heavy rain or a thorough watering. 

A good lawn may be mado from 
seeding. It takes much longer to pro- 
duce a permanent grassy lawn. Tho 
seed must be sown thickly and worked 
thoroughly and evenly into the soil. 
It is a good Idea, It trees and shrubs 
do not interfere, to plow tho ground 
or spade it flne, smooth and compact 
before aowing tho seed. Bo sure tho 
Boll has been made rich with decom- 
posed manure or very rich soil hauled 
In from some olhor place. 

Seed at Inton-ala of about six weeks 
from early spring until late summer 
In tho yard with open and tree ahel- 
tered spaces. Keep tho surface mowed 
clean and short so that tho young 
graas will havo a, chance to grow. 

After grass gets to bo two or three 
Inches high there Is little danger of 
killing It by frequent mowlnga. If for 
no other reason than to keep down 
tho weeda mowing is esBontlal. Mow- 
ing also helps to level the lawn the 
mower acting aa a light roller. Tho 
clippings from tho lawn make a good 
mulch for young plants. No matter 
what the weather, wet or dry, do not 
neglect to mow your lawn if you wish 
It to bo tho thing of beauty it can be 
It cared for.

nTASHINGTON.— Young Americans aflllcted with wanderlust, who have a 
ff apeaklng acquaintance with Spanish, Gorman or French, will bo given an 
opportunity to travel at good pay IC they can satisfy the bureau of foreign and 

domestic commorco of their ability 
to Investigate and report Intelllgoutly 
on foreign trade conditions. Th« most 
extensive campaign ever undertaken 
at one time will bo under way soon 
after tho beginning of the now llscal 
year In July. 

these Investigations will be aimed 
at tho now.er and more undeveloped 
markets lying well outside the light- 
ing zone, especially thoae In South 
America. China. India, Africa aud 
, , , Australia. Twelvt different lines are 

CO be investigated. Tiio dllllculty the bureau has cxpcrlohccd In getting suit- 
able men for Its foreign InveBtlgations illustratCB ihc lack of trained men for 
torcign commercial work, which has so often been called to the attention of 
Amorlcans In the last year. There aro plenty of men capable of sizing up 
market conditions In any part of their own country, but tlitfro la a different 
Btory to toll when a man Is wanted to study the prospects of eelllng goods In 
foreign countries. 

For South America, for example. Mie bureau wants men who can speak 
Spanish; who understand their particular line well enough to learn tho 
essentia! facta so necessary to Ameriean exporters, and who, when in posses- 
sion of these facta, can write them up In clear-cut, logical, convincing fashion. 
Such men aro scarce. 

For Investigations In the far East a foreign language la not oasentlal, 
although eitra credit is given In the examination for a knowledge of French, 
German or Spanish.

Playing for High Stakes in the Court of Claims 

•p HERE la a government flrlng line whero ilrlng la almost constantly going 
1 on. No blood Is spilt, but Interest Is Intense always, for It is shooting for 
money— big money. Long shots predominate. It is In a queer place for a 
llrlng line— In a former art gallery. In 
other wjrds, tho old abode of tho Cor- 
coran gallery. Seventeenth street and 
Pennsylvania avenue, now houses tho 
United States court of claims; and 
there nearly every day of tho court's 
sessions eminent counsel endeavor to 
score a buira-eyo and thereby win for 
themselves and their clients coin of 
tho nation In sums all tho way from 
a few thousands to many millions of 
dollars. It la a mighty absorbing ond 
always alluring game because, aa a 

rule the stakes are high. Competitors are numerous because, If a hit la mado. 
tho pay Is sure. 

At tho present writing aome 590,000,000 (In freth crinkly notes of Uncle 
Sam worth 100 per cent of each 100 cents) aro Involved. That Is, cases are 
now pending In tho court of cla:ms calling for ?9S,730,115.70. 

A Judgment by the court of claims, unlesu reversed by the United States 
Supremo court. Is as good as, cash. It foUowa that the prlzo of prizes In legal 
circles today is some sort of a fairly well substantiated claim against the 
United States government. Innumerable such claims are discovered and 
made. Tho caaos now pending number more than 10,000. 

Needless to aay If all or any considerable part of this $98,000,000 Is paid 
It win come out of the United States treasury—!, e., out of the pockets of tho 
people of tho United States. Therefore, on this Ilrlng line the people have 
their reproaentatlvcs, tho same consisting of an enormous a'taff of attorneys 
retained upon salaries by Uncle Sam. Nominally tholr chief la tho attorney 
general, but tho attorney general In person is engrossed with greater matters 
— the construction and enforcement of tho greater laws, particularly the anti- 
trust laws. He has very little time to devote to "routine," 

The gentleman in actual charge, therefore, la tho "aaslatant attorney 
general In charge of the defenae of suits against tho United States." Under 
tho present administration thia gentleman la Huston Thompson of Denver, 
former classmate at Princeton of President Wilson. Mr. Thompson holds one 
of the many big submerged Jobs In the government service.

SOME years ago Uio crow of a government revenue cutter gave an entertain- 
ment, and, according to custom, aasoaaed tho cost of the affair among thoae 
aboard. Each man's share, was taken from his pay. One young man waa not

entertainment and objected to having 
to pay his share. It coat him only 30 
cents, but It was the principle of tho 
thing. 

Ho began to write to the assistant 
secretary of the treasury, who had 
charge of tho revenue cutter aervlco, 
and demanded justice. 

That was about seven or eight 
years ago and the man has averaged 
about two letters a week over since. 
He numbers his letters, and the last 
ono numbered seven hundred and something. Two or three years ago he 
resigned from the.revenue cutter service and Is now living In Now York, but ho 
Is still after his 30 cents and tho establishment of a great principle. When 
Charles Dewey Hillea was an asslatant secretary of the treasury he sent the 
man his personal check for 30 cents In tho hope that It would end the long 
corroapondence, but it did not. Tho man promptly sent back tho check, saying 
that he did not want the money, but Juatice, and that tho 30 cents muat come 
from the government itself. 

And 30 the correspondence goes on with no sign of ever lotting up.

Where the Government Takes Tremendous Chances 

AFIRE occurred recently In one of tho detached huildlnga of tho bureau of 
engraving and printing, which, fortunately, waa confined to Its place of 
origin and to a comparatively am&II domage. Tho building Is used in part as 
tlie rag laundry, where the clatha 
which are employed In wiping the 
printing plates are washed. Though 
of brick walla It Is far from being fire- 
proof, and the flro department waa 
fortunate In confining tho flames. Only 
tho detached altuatlon of the structure 
enabled It to check tho blaze. 

Tho flro did Immediate damage of 
about $20,000. Tho actual loss to tho 
govemraont, however, waa heavier by 
tho delay of the work In printing 
money and stamps, which cannot pro- 
ceed without the cloths, for tho treatment of which this department Is main- 
tained. The engraving bureau la well equipped In the new main building, but 
it Is compQlled to uao some of the old parts, and In this roapoct tiie situation 
Is much llko that of every other branch of tho government. 

Thoro Is Bi.*rcoly a department that has not some part of its organisation 
housed In a flimsy. flrc-Invltlng structure. Tho government no^er insures and 
Indeed It would have to pay some ratbor high rates If It did aook Insurance 
on tho ordinary commercial basis. Many of tho "risks" of tho public service 
oQulpmcnt aro decidedly bpd, and considering the vnluea dependent upon the 
condltlouB in which tho departmental work la dono^tho United States is takhig 
alarmiug chances of disaster in Its regular routluo.^
